the 1692 increase no longer exists; thet an’ 
annual economy of $35,000 or $40,000 or 
more may be easily effected without delay 
and without hardship, and that as in- 
creases Were gfanted and paid upon the 
express condition that they were open to 

| caly reconsideration there is no vested 
inlerest to be alfected by their revision, 
and that there is nothing unjust or inequif- 
able in our moving aces gir. 


In his Exeollenoy the Govemor's address 
herein before referred to ho admits that 
the state of affairs now, so faras finance is 
ebacerned, cannet bo considered entirely 
estisfactory. We quite sharoin this view, 
ani. as to the future we keenly feel the 
imperative nooesity for economy and re- 
trmohment.

IRE UNENFLOYED AND THE LABOUR UNIONS. 

London, December 18,-Tha distress in 
Lendox growing out of the enforced idle. 
ness of many thonsands is baving~one 
salutary effect in the shape of a reaction 
against the tyrenny of orgenized labor, 
A manifests issued this week by tho Free 
Labor Asccciation is being received with 
many expressions of sympathy among the 
unemployed, Tha document seta forth 
that. thero are in London alone 100,000. 
Men, with 300,000 women. and children 
dependent upon them, out of employment 
at the prent timo, chiely owing to the 
continued strikes in all trades during the 
last three years, which have driven tons of 
shipping into tha hands of foreigners, dis- 
placed 20,009 men, cost the workmen of 
London £952,000 in wages alone, and prov- 
oft the gretiest curse thitever- visiled this 
ciky, a 

The zooifesto procecds to charge the 
anion leaders with being the authors of the 
strikes referred to. Tha policy of the lead- 
erg, it declares, has boat orush the dock- 
owners, shipowners, whariugers and other 
employers, While witha loud yoics they 
claimed freadom of setion for Shenielves 
they did their best, it is claimed, to stifle it 
in others,. They and their, agents, it is 
ssid, mertilessly rushed and debarred 
from work all who were unwilling or unable 
to pay aoney into their unions. They 
stopped ships for-the most frivolous rea- 
sons without any regard for the pecuniary 
logs of the owners or tho inconvenience of 
the passengers. 

Thoy calledfout the mon of the dooks aud 
wharves, says the manifesto, without any 
dispute, simply bedauge come goods had 
arrived froma place where a dispnie was 
pending, ‘om principle’ strikes they cali 
them. “In fact they attempted to assnmo 
the position of dictatara and tyrants not 
only of the port of London, but of svery 
port in the kingdom, .
